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MOBILE CLASSROOM ORDERED BUT DELAYS COULD HIT YOUNGEST 

School head furious over 
last-minute ‘extra’ class

A DISGRUNTLED headteacher 
has hit out at education bosses 
after he was given just two weeks’ 
notice that his school would have to 
take an extra class for this 
September. 

In a letter to parents, Richard Sutton-Smith, 
head of Claremont Primary School in Banner 
Farm Road, Tunbridge Wells, says Kent 
County Council has been “reacting to an 
immediate problem” rather than actively plan¬ 
ning the permanent expansion of some schools 
to meet increasing demand for places. 

He said the local authority would provide 
the school with a mobile classroom, subject to 
planning, and funding for the extra pupils to 
start in September. But he warned if that was 
not in place in time, younger children would 
have to delay starting school until January. 

The letter is seen as evidence of a wider 
problem with planning for primary school 
places at KCC. 

Sarah Hohler, KCC’s cabinet member for 
education, blamed the economic downturn for 
an increase of eight per cent more parents 
applying for state primary schools in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells rather than sending their chil¬ 
dren to private schools. 

She said the local authority had forecast that 
there would be pressure on reception places in

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Parking meeting 

PETITIONERS have welcomed reassurances 
from councillors that a town centre car park 
will not be developed without a full investiga¬ 
tion of the spaces available for people driving 
into Tunbridge Wells. 

More than 1,200 people signed a petition, 
launched by department store Hoopers, to 
save Great Hall car park, triggering an 
extraordinary council meeting to debate the 
future of the site. 

After the meeting last Wednesday evening, 
Tanya Kavanagh-Lewis, the store’s assistant 
general manager, said: “We were surprised 
and pleased with the strength of feeling resi¬ 
dents had on the proposal via the petition. 

“At the meeting the councillors recognised 
people’s concerns, and we were pleased to be 
reassured that there will be no progression on 
this project until a full and thorough investiga¬ 
tion into the Urban Parking Strategy for 
Tunbridge Wells was completed.” 

Petitioners expressed concerns about losing 
the 250 in-demand spaces and the impact it 
will have on the lower end of town. The site is 
among those being considered for development 
into office space, by the Tunbridge Wells 
Regeneration Company.

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‘Turbulent times for NHS’ 

Calls for public to have more sav on changes to healthcare 


A LEADING health campaigner 
has urged the Government to lis¬ 
ten to the concerns of the people as 
well as professionals during fur¬ 
ther consultation on the NHS 
shake-up, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Former chief executive of Hospice in 
the Weald John Ashelford, now a governor 
for the Kent Local Involvement Network 
(LINk), which works to improve healthcare 
in the county, warned “turbulent times” 
were ahead. 

He welcomed the Health Secretary Andrew 
Lansley’s decision to “pause” and allow fur¬ 
ther consultation on the sweeping changes 
planned. His announcement on Monday 
came amidst mounting criticism of the pro¬ 
posals from doctors, cross-party MPs and 
unions. 

While he recognised the need for change in 
the NHS, Mr Ashelford said: “The concern I 
would have and of some of my colleagues, is 
that Mr Lansley was going at a tremendous 
pace and in the process the voice of the com¬ 
munity and professionals was almost an hin¬ 
drance. 

“Even though the Government had previ¬ 
ously talked about involving patients and the 


community, at the same time the Health 
Secretary had his blinkers on. 

“There is a danger this could go seriously 
wrong and leave a worse state of affairs. That 
the Health Secretary is going to take on¬ 
board comments and listen to people and 
pause the health bill is to be welcomed. 

“For something that is going to be a phe¬ 
nomenal sort-out that hasn’t been done since 
the NHS was created in 1948, you cannot do 
that in a hurry.” 

The Government’s plans would give GPs 
control of about 60 per cent of the NHS budg¬ 
et and allow more private firms to provide 
healthcare. 

Too much, too soon 

Dr Robert Blundell, a GP who works in 
Hawkhurst and is the vice chair of the Kent 
Local Medical Committee, said: “I think they 
are asking too much, too soon and from too 
many people.” 

He also had concerns about the future 
under the new plans. 

“The only way there are going to be real 
savings is to dramatically reduce activity in 
hospitals,” he said. 

“To be dramatic savings there are likely to 
be closures of hospital departments and/or 
redundancies of specialists.” 


Dr Blundell spoke about some of the sug¬ 
gested changes to the bill. He said that spe¬ 
cialists should not be involved in commission¬ 
ing other than being consulted about best 
practice. 

He said: “I would have concerns about too 
many clinicians other than GPs being 
involved in these changes. Consultants are a 
resource for GPs if they want to know what 
best practice is. 

“But I don’t think consultants should be 
telling GPs how to do general practice.” 

Meanwhile, Mr Ashelford had concerns 
about one of the central plans - to give GPs 
more power and responsibility. 

‘We don’t want our GPs to be bogged down 
in administration and commissioning of serv¬ 
ices,” he said. 

He added: “There has to be pubic accounta¬ 
bility. There are turbulent times ahead. I’m 
glad there has been brakes put on this 
because it was going downhill fast. 

“I hope people have the opportunity to raise 
concerns and for them to be addressed. I hope 
they let everybody have their input. 

“I hope they listen, I want this to be a gen¬ 
uine reflection that we may have been going 
too fast and lost some people along the way, 
but we are going to bring them back on 
board.” 


Relief as majority given first choice schools 


PARENTS will be breathing a sigh of relief 
after it was confirmed this week the vast 
majority of children got their first choice pri¬ 
mary school. 

The figures, released by Kent County 
Council (KCC), revealed that across the coun¬ 
ty just under 85 per cent got their first 
choice school, with 94 per cent getting one of 
their choices. 

This comes despite the numbers applying 
rising for the second year running. 

KCC said by the January closing date, some 
16,249 applications were received for primary 
school places, up 1,329 on the previous year. 

KCC cabinet member for education, learn¬ 
ing and skills Cllr Sarah Hohler said: “The 
number of primary school applications has 
risen for the second year running. 

“Although we anticipated this and have 
been making plans, it is not until all the 



applications come in that we know the full 
picture and where the popular schools are. 

“We have done a lot of work over the last 
few weeks to make sure every child was 
offered a place and it is pleasing the majority 


were given a school that they chose. 

“This has been achieved by working with 
schools across the county to temporarily 
increase numbers to provide 345 additional 
places. 

“For those parents who have not been 
offered a school they had hoped for, we have 
included additional information on what to do 
next in the letter. 

“Firstly, we are suggesting they visit the 
school they have been offered to speak to the 
teachers and get a feel for the school. They 
also have the option to go on a waiting list for 
a preferred school and lodge an appeal.” 

To help parents further, a specialist KCC 
team is on hand at 01622 696565 to help with 
queries for their schools. 

There is also a choice adviser on 01622 
694073 or 01622 694065, who will be able to 
offer independent advice on KCC schools.

the town this year. 

Letters from KCC offering a primary school 
arrived on doormats last Friday. County-wide 
there was an increase of 1,329 applications. 

In his letter to parents, Mr Sutton-Smith 
wrote: “Like us, you will be wondering 
whether the same thing will happen again in 
September 2012. 

“The truth is we don’t know, it might, or it 
might not. It’s out of our hands. 

‘We have to consider it and do what we can 
to prepare for that eventuality but the local 
authority is reacting to an immediate prob¬ 
lem rather than actively planning the perma¬ 
nent expansion of some schools. 

“They are certainly not seeming to have any 
strategic plans or cash for new buildings, but 
we will be given a mobile this autumn.” 

Mr Sutton-Smith, who did not wish to com¬ 
ment further this week and redirected our 
interview request to KCC, said three other 
primary schools in the town had increased 
their admissions this year. 

Cllr Hohler said schools in Sevenoaks had 
also experienced an increase in admissions. 

Peter Read, a former headteacher and inde¬ 
pendent county-wide education advisor, 
warned about the pressure on primary school 
places last year. 


“I’m very concerned Mr Sutton-Smith 
believes that KCC does not seem to have any 
strategic plans. 

“In a document of two years ago, KCC 
called for a strategic plan to manage growth 
so where is this strategic plan? 

“Or, as has happened at Claremont, are 
they just reacting to events at very short 
notice and imposing additional places on 
schools that do not wish to receive them? 

“It is shocking that he says he only received 
two weeks’ notice that this imposition was 
going to happen.” 

Balance 

Cllr Hohler said: “KCC is responsible for 
making sure there are sufficient primary 
school places for all Kent children who 
require a place. We balance this duty against 
the equally essential aim of not having too 
many unfilled places. 

“Unfilled places are very expensive and at 
this time of austerity, cost effectiveness is a 
priority for many council taxpayers. 

“Our forecasts for the Tunbridge Wells dis¬ 
trict indicated that, although there would be 
pressure on reception places in the town this 
year, it would be manageable with the exist¬ 
ing capacity. The forecasting methodology for 
districts is very accurate. 


“The rise in reception applications can be 
linked to the economic downturn, with an 
increase of over eight percent of parents seek¬ 
ing state provision over independent schools. 

“KCC had the time to expand several 
schools once first preference information was 
known. 

“This gives us the opportunity to compare 
demand with capacity and make adjustments 
to fulfil KCC’s statutory obligations to pro¬ 
vide sufficient primary school places. Without 
this early warning system in place, fewer 
Kent children would be offered a school that 
they listed as a preference. 

“As soon as the increase in Sevenoaks 
and Tunbridge Wells was confirmed, we 
immediately contacted several schools in 
these areas that had space for additional 
accommodation. They were asked whether 
they would be able to increase their intake 
this year. 

“The decision rested with the school leader¬ 
ship and governing body. All schools contact¬ 
ed stated that they would be happy to accept 
more reception children this year. 

“KCC confirmed that grant funding, instal¬ 
lation and internal fit out costs will be borne 
by us, with no impact on school budgets. 
Following these reassurances, the schools 
agreed to accept extra reception children.”

Time to say 
goodbye to 
old hospital 

AS the opening date of the new ‘super hos¬ 
pital’ at Pembury edges ever closer, demoli¬ 
tion work has finally got under way on the 
old site. 

It marks the end of an era for the build¬ 
ings, which are being levelled to make way 
for new facilities. 

Over the coming months, contractors 
Laing O’Rouke will be transforming the old 
site to create a helipad for the new A&E 
department, car parks and a landscaped 
area of open heathland. 

The first building flattened was 
Woodlands House on Monday, which until 
last autumn was used as staff accommoda¬ 
tion and a library. 

Cllr June Crowhurst, chairman of 
Pembury Parish Council, was invited along 
to mark the start of the demolition. 

The first phase of the new Tunbridge 
Wells at Pembury Hospital opened to 
patients in January and the rest is set to be 
complete in September when services move 
from the Kent and Sussex and Maidstone. 

Stripped 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust said the old hospital’s buildings are 
being ‘soft-stripped’ of recyclable materials. 
And care is being taken to ensure the well¬ 
being of the bats and birds, which nested at 
the site before demolition work started. A 
purpose-built bat house is part of the 
scheme to preserve their habitat. 

The new hospital was built under a 
£235million private finance initiative deal. 

New hospital project director Graham 
Goddard said: “This work is in a designated 
area of special scientific interest and 
requires demolition to be carried out with 
great care. We are very mindful of our obli¬ 
gations to reduce the impact on the wildlife 
and fauna of this very special site. 

“The contractors are making good 
progress and are currently some weeks 
ahead of schedule.” 


From the army 
to the catwalk, 
book tells it all

The Tunbridge Wells soldier and 
beauty queen revealed the terrifying experi¬ 
ence during her time on the frontline. This 
forms part of her autobiography, Combat to 
Catwalk, which was published on Monday. 

It charts the remarkable story of how she 
grew up in the town before becoming a sol¬ 
dier, winning a commendation for her brav¬ 
ery, then being crowned Miss England and 
taking part in the prestigious Miss World 
competition. 

Ms Hodge, a former pupil at St John’s pri¬ 
mary in Cunningham Road, also explained 
how she feared being captured and behead¬ 
ed in the war-tom Middle Eastern country. 

Writing in the book, she said: “In 
September 2005, we went to search some¬ 
one’s house and detained a heavily built 
Iraqi in his 40s or 50s for questioning. 

‘We got back into our tank, with me 
inside with the detainee and a second sol¬ 
dier, while the driver was at the front and 
two people were on top. The Iraqi stared at 
me intently and I stared back. 

Agony 

“Suddenly, the vehicle seemed to go from 
under us, turning over. We were thrown 
from end to end, hitting the metal sides and 
floor. When I came round it was pitch-black 
and my colleagues were yelling in agony. 

“A chink of light came inside and I looked 
around for the Iraqi. 

“What I saw terrified me. He was holding 
two weapons. One was my own rifle, which 
had fallen during the roll. 

“They were loaded with 30 rounds of 
ammunition and he was pointing one at 
me. I was probably about to die. 

“Then a survival instinct I never knew I 
had kicked in. I was not prepared to die. I 
had to do something. 

‘With every ounce of strength I pos¬ 
sessed, I punched him square in the face, 
gasping at the massive cracking noise it 
made. The Iraqi and I were both shocked by 
the force of my blow. He dropped the guns. 

I leapt forward and grabbed them.” 



Ms Hodge, who got married last 
year, also revealed her biggest 
fear of life in Iraq. 

“My first posting was to the 
Royal Anglian Regiment in 
Pirbright, Surrey. It was there 
that I learnt I would be going to 
Iraq in April 2005, just after 
my 18th birthday. 

“The news came as a shock, 
but I wouldn’t have felt I’d 
done my job if I hadn’t served 
in Iraq or Afghanistan. 

“For the first few months 
in Iraq I felt homesick. 
Despite wanting to prove 
myself, I didn’t enjoy being 
in Basra. 

“It wasn’t just the heat - there was the 
constant dust and smell of rotting animal 
carcasses and open drains. 

“My greatest fear wasn’t combat - I had 
been trained for that - but being kidnapped 
and beheaded. Intelligence suggested rebel 
Iraqis were trying to capture female sol¬ 
diers.”

A spokesman said: “In the light of new alle¬ 
gations that are significantly different from 
those which appeared on Mr Fearon’s CRB 
disclosure, we are investigating the matter 
further to establish the facts from rumour.”

Three more arrests in farm killing 


A 17-year-old boy from Tunbridge Wells has 
been arrested on suspicion of murder in rela¬ 
tion to the killing of a businessman at his 
Sussex farm. 

Police also arrested a 56-year-old man from 
Sandhurst and a 41-year-old man from Ash¬ 
ford on Tuesday in connection with the mur¬ 
der of Julian Gardner in Robertsbridge in 2010. 

Sussex Police said all three were in custody 
and being questioned by the force’s major 
crime branch. 


Police believe Mr Gardner, 53, was killed 
after he disturbed intruders at Bush Bam 
Farm in the early hours of October 11. 

A post-mortem examination found he had 
suffered multiple injuries. Various items 
were stolen from the farm, including a com¬ 
puter, drills and chainsaws. 

Police have arrested 13 people as part of 
their investigation. One of them, a 31-year- 
old woman from Ashford, has been told she 
faces no further questions.

The main culprits are usually house spar¬ 
rows and starlings, as they are traditionally 
cavity nesters.

THE Dragon Boat Festival is set 
to return to Bewl Water for its 
14th year this summer and 
organisers are hoping to hit the 
£2million fundraising mark, 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Over the years, 10,000 paddlers have 
taken to the decorative long boats and 
raised money for more than 200 charities at 
the scenic reservoir near Lamberhurst. 

Funraisers, the group that organises the 
charity event, has launched its annual 
appeal for teams to take part in the festival 
on September 17 and 18. 

A spokesman said: “As the most exciting 
fundraising event for anyone to raise funds 
on behalf of any charity, it is something not 
to be missed. 

“Anyone can enter a team on either day 
for their chosen charity. 

“It’s a great day out for the whole family 
and not only will you be taking part in a 
unique local event, but you will also be 
helping to raise much-needed funds for 
those who need your help in these more dif¬ 
ficult times.” 

To take part teams need 16 paddlers and 
a drummer. But more people can join teams 
as subs as there is the chance to race more 
than once in the day. 

Fancy dress is encouraged but not essen¬ 
tial. The organisers said that teamwork, co¬ 
ordination and rhythm all help, but joked 


that many teams get by without any of 
them. 

As well as the racing, there will be a full 
and varied line-up of events, including chil¬ 
dren’s play areas, a bouncy castle, face¬ 
painting, a rowing challenge, arena dis¬ 
plays, go-karts, laser quasar, martial arts, 
giant orbs, a climbing wall, 14 bands and a 
food village. 

This year, the aim is to raise more than 
£200,000 for teams’ chosen charities, which 
will hit the £2m fundraising mark. 

Last year, the racers raised more than the 
target for their chosen charities. The festi¬ 
val has become the largest event of its type 
in Europe, with around 15,000 spectators 
watching 100 teams competing over the 
weekend in 10 dragon boats. 

The ancient Chinese tradition of dragon 
boat racing goes back more than 2,000 
years and is shrouded in myths, legends 
and superstitions. 

Now dragon boat races and festivals are 
held throughout the world as well as dur¬ 
ing the traditional Duanwu Festival or 
Duen Ng in China.

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Public inquiry decides paths may remain closed 


CAMPAIGNERS have lost a long-running 
campaign for the right to ramble across land 
on the Bayham Abbey estate. 

Walkers group the Ramblers, has been try¬ 
ing to get two paths in the large estate on the 
borders of west Kent and East Sussex recog¬ 
nised as public footpaths since the 1970s. 

But their hopes have been dashed after an 
inspector acting on behalf of the Environment 
Secretary, Conservative Caroline Spelman, 
ruled against the campaign. 

Robert Peel, area secretary for the Kent 
Ramblers, has been a long-time campaigner 
for the land running through the parishes of 
Pembury, Frant and Lamberhurst, to be 
enjoyed by the walking public. 

‘We’re very disappointed,” he said. “This is 


beautiful countryside not very far from 
Tunbridge Wells and the paths had been used 
in the past quite regularly. 

“This is the largest expanse of countryside in 
the area and people cannot walk across it. 

“We would have connected the paths to cre¬ 
ate a very pleasant circular walk but now 
there are huge gaps in our circle. 

“It is a great loss to the walking public.” 

Campaigners were hopeful after last year it 
was found there was enough evidence to sug¬ 
gest the footpaths existed, having been used 
by the public for many years, and therefore 
should be added to the ‘definitive map’, which 
is a legal record of all public footpaths. 

But last Friday, April 1, following a public 
inquiry the inspector for the Secretary of State 


for the Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
ruled to the contrary 

Mr Peel said it was possible to appeal but on 
such narrowly defined grounds that he 
thought it unlikely it would go ahead. 

The estate was owned by the Marquesses of 
Camden for many years, during which time 
the public had access to certain paths. But 
when it was sold in parcels in the 1970s and 
1980s, some of the new landowners began pre¬ 
venting access, the Ramblers said. 

The scenic paths around the mins of the old 
Bayham Abbey were closed off and ‘keep out’ 
signs appeared. 

Campaigners began to gather evidence that 
the paths had been in public use. 

Last year, the Secretary of State told Kent 


County Council and East Sussex County 
Council to begin adding the paths to the defin¬ 
itive map, as the evidence showed that it was 
reasonable to allege that rights of way exist. 

But some of the landowners objected and a 
public inquiry was held. 

The result of the inquiry, which found that 
there was also evidence that the use of the 
paths had been interrupted by the locking of 
gates and other obstacles often enough to 
show that the landowner did not intend to 
dedicate the paths to the public, means they 
will remain closed. 

Tom Franklin, the Ramblers chief executive, 
added: “We are obviously hugely disappointed 
and it is deeply saddening that such a scenic 
setting remains closed off to the public.” 


Land’s End to 
John O’Groats 
on a scooter

AN INJURED ex-serviceman is 
one week into a remarkable 
fundraising effort - travelling 
from John O’Groats to Land’s End 
on a mobility scooter. 

Simon Angel, 46, who lives in Pembury, suf¬ 
fers from multiple sclerosis (MS). 

He came up with the challenging idea dur¬ 
ing a spell at a respite home due to his prob¬ 
lems with post-traumatic stress at the begin¬ 
ning of last year. 

Speaking before he set off on the 874-mile 
challenge, Mr Angel told us: “My mobility is 
now severely impaired and I started attend¬ 
ing a charity-driven respite home run by 
Combat Stress. 

“I found that I’m not alone struggling with 
the afterlife from my exploits in the armed 
forces and it is here where I came up with 
idea of a Rally for Remembrance.” 

The rally launched last Friday, and is spon¬ 
sored by mobility specialist TGA, which has 
provided a Breeze Scooter for the trek - top 
speed eight mph. 

He is hoping to raise £10,000 for the Royal 
British Legion and Help for Heroes. Mr 
Angel said he also wanted to raise awareness 
about injured servicemen and woman from 
all conflicts. 

Mr Angel, who was awarded a MBE in 
2000 after his time in Northern Ireland, 
joined the Royal Engineers in 1984. 

He served in Germany before the fall of the 
Berlin Wall, and travelled the world with the 
Army, including Cyprus, the Falklands, 
Belize, as well as Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and 
Iraq during the first Gulf War in 1990. 

It was an incident with an improvised 
explosive device (IED) while in Londonderry 
that Mr Angel said triggered his MS and post 


traumatic stress disorder in 1994. 

“The IED blew up my friend right in front 
of me,” he said. “Doctors say it was this event 
that triggered my MS off, with the stress of 
seeing what I did that day 

“It was to be another five years before I was 
finally diagnosed with the condition. My ill¬ 
ness started to get the better of me in my 
final years of service and I was eventually 
medically discharged after 21-and-a-half 
years of a 22-year career, of which I am still 
immensely proud.” 

Mr Angel said after he was discharged he 
found it hard to feel motivated and his condi¬ 
tion has left him unable to walk. He added 
that organising the Rally for Remembrance 
has given him purpose and kept him busy. 

Hidden 

“You do not hear many stories about the 
servicemen who get injured because it is bad 
press,” he said. ‘You hear about people dying, 
but people are coming back each week with 
serious injuries from Afghanistan. 

“What people also do not seem to under¬ 
stand is that there are people like myself 
who were injured in Northern Ireland, 
Bosnia, the Falklands and during the first 
Gulf War, who need support. 

“Afghanistan and Iraq are very current 
and rightly so. But the Royal British Legion 
helps people going further back and that is 
really important.” 

He added: “Bearing in mind my medical 
condition, the will be extremely tough. 

“However, I am fully committed to helping 
raise as many funds as possible for injured 
servicemen and women whilst saying thank 
you to those who have sacrificed their lives to 
make the world a safer place. 

“With an estimated journey time of 30-35 
days, this challenge could not have been pos¬ 
sible without the kind assistance of ex-mili- 
tary friends and TGA Mobility.”

People think it must 
be exciting, but it’s a job of work. 

“I was in America not long ago in a 
Walmart waiting in the queue.

You can’t make 
that up and that sort of thing will inspire 
a routine.” 

Gunn says even after all this time there 
are no guarantees about whether a joke will 
work with a crowd. 

He said: ‘You have to try it out in front of 
an audience. I can write something that I 
think is really funny and it just doesn’t work. 
It’s still trial and error.”

MASSIVE Government spending | 
cuts will hamper the public’s abili- | 
ty to regain responsibility from the ^ 
state, warns the Bishop of 
Rochester. 

While acknowledging the need to reduce the 
deficit, the Right Rev James Langstaff - who 
also represents most of west Kent, along with 
Bexley, Bromley, Gravesham, Dartford - says 
the speed and depth of the cuts may not give 
people time to adjust. 

The bishop’s comments come as more than 
250,000 people took part in an anti-cuts 
demonstration in London recently, resulting in 
201 arrests as a minority of protestors broke 
windows and covered businesses in paint.

“But there’s a slight danger that the 
learning process might be undermined by 
the depth and rapidity of the cuts.” 

Councils currently have little option but 
to make huge savings over the next finan¬ 
cial year due to the front-loading of cuts 
imposed by the Coalition. 

Kent County Council, for example, must 
save £95 million this year followed by a 
lower figure of £65m in 2012-13. 

Last month the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Dr Rowan Williams, told this 
newspaper Government spending cuts 
were putting vulnerable people at risk. 

He added that he wished councils had the 
option to show more forward planning 
when it came to service reductions, and 
that he was worried some people would 
continue to be worse off, even after the 
economy has recovered.

months into his new job, agreed with Dr 
Williams that homelessness could also rise as 
a result of the spending cuts. 

He said: “There’s an argument for that. Even 
in wealthier parts of Kent there will be part¬ 
ners on good jobs who may be made redundant 
at the same time, and then even they will start 
to wonder where the next meal is going to 
come from. 

“Of course the cuts will also cause a great 
deal of anxiety in areas that are heavily 
dependent on employment in the public sector 
or on state support for different things, and 
there’s a big question mark over how we 
respond to that. 

“But the Church will play its part in meeting 
human need, as it has done for more than 
2,000 years - long before anyone invented the 
Big Society.”

Natural disasters 
‘are a side-effect 
of the creation’ 

CHRISTIANS should not lose faith in God 
over tragedies such as the devastating 
earthquake and tsunami in Japan, says the 
Bishop of Rochester. 

The 9.0-magnitude quake and the power¬ 
ful tidal wave it triggered off the north-east 
coast on March 11 is now known to have 
killed more than 10,900 people, with more 
than 17,000 still missing. 

But while admitting it was understand¬ 
able for people to question the existence of 
God following such catastrophic events, the 
Right Reverend James Langstaff said 
mankind had to take responsibility for 
what had happened. 

“Tragedies like the earthquake shake 
people’s confidence,” he added. “They ask 
how they can believe in a loving God when 
such terrible things are allowed to happen, 
when the reality is that they arise out of 
the fabric of the world we live in. 

“Creation has these side consequences. 
While one is very sympathetic about the sit¬ 
uation in Japan, one has to consider where 
we choose to place our cities, because we 
can’t expect God to do everything. 

“We have it in our power to sort these 
problems out ourselves. Tokyo is very close 
to a major fault line, so what are we doing 
to exercise our God-given responsibilities to 
avoid these kinds of disasters? 
“Earthquakes are unfortunately going to 
happen. That’s how the world was made.”

C4 boss must go 
after ‘sick’ jokes, 
claims charity

A LEADING charity has called 
for a Channel 4 boss to resign 
after the media regulator upheld 
500 complaints over “sick” jokes 
about Katie Price and her son 
Harvey. 

The Royal London 
Society for Blind People, 
which runs Dorton House 
School in Seal near 
Sevenoaks, said the posi¬ 
tion of the channel’s chief 
executive David Abraham 
was untenable in light of 
Ofcom’s ruling. 

The regulator found 
Channel 4 had breached 
broadcasting guidelines with the jokes 
made by comedian Frankie Boyle on the 
Tramadol Nights series. 

Ofcom said the routine appeared to “tar¬ 
get and mock the mental and physical dis¬ 
abilities” of the nine-year-old, who is blind 
and has autism. 

The Royal London said the situation was 
made worse because Mr Abraham person¬ 
ally sanctioned the jokes before they were 
broadcast. 

“We welcome this ruling from Ofcom,” 
Tom Pey, the charity’s chief executive said. 
“It is unprecedented for 500 people to sepa¬ 
rately complain. 

“What angers us is that David Abraham 
personally sanctioned the jokes. It is 
absolutely clear that his position is unten¬ 
able, he should resign or the Channel 4 
board should fire him. 



“He has been arrogant enough to defend 
the indefensible.” 

He added: “It’s bad enough that Channel 
4 broadcast a sick joke about a blind and 
autistic child, but now we learn that it was 
discussed, considered and officially 
approved in advance by Channel 4 bosses.” 

Boyle said that former glamour model Ms 
Price had married cage fighter Alex Reid 
because she needed someone strong enough 
to protect her from her son’s sexual 
advances. 

In response to the charity’s calls, a 
Channel 4 spokesperson said: “Ofcom, our 
independent regulators, have investigated 
C4 in regards to our broadcast of Tramadol 
Nights and although they did find us in 
breach of the code, regarding comments 
about Katie Price, they have not sanctioned 
us on this matter.” 

The broadcaster said the joke was “simply 
absurdist satire” and not about Harvey’s 
disability. 

A spokesman for the Royal London said: 
“There is a shocking cavern between what 
the public expects and 
what Channel 4 
seeking to deliver.’

Teenager impresses 
with his youth budget 


A STUDENT from Tonbridge has impressed 
judges and come second in this year’s Chance 
to be Chancellor competition. 

James Thompson, 16, who 
goes to Tonbridge School, was 
narrowly beaten by London 
student Priyesh Patel, 15, in 
the economic awareness edu¬ 
cation initiative run by the 
Citizen Foundation, in part¬ 
nership with Aviva. 

He competed against 249 
young people and impressed 
with his explanation of why 
and how public spending 
should be prioritised in the 
‘age of austerity’. 

James, Priyesh and eight 
other runners-up, presented 
the first-ever youth budget to 
Sir Nicolas Macpherson, per¬ 
manent secretary at the 
Treasury recently. 

It brought together the results of the 
Chance to be Chancellor challenge, an online 
interactive tool which invited young people 
to give their opinions on public spending. It 
involved about 1,300 young people. 

Faced with the need to tackle the budget 
deficit, the vast majority of young people (84 


per cent) recognised the need to cut public 
spending, choosing to make cuts, on average, 
of five per cent (£35 billion) over the current 
spending review cycle. 

Education and health suf¬ 
fered the least stringent cuts, 
with young people prioritising 
spending on education (69 per 
cent) and health (76 per cent). 

However, other areas, most 
notably culture, media and 
sport, and housing and envi¬ 
ronment, suffered particular¬ 
ly harsh cuts, with 30 per cent 
of young people opting to cut 
spending in these areas by 40 
per cent. Another area where 
young people chose to cut 
deeply was welfare, with 80 
per cent of participants opting 
to cut spending by up to £10 
billion (five per cent). 

Andy Thornton, chief executive of the foun¬ 
dation, said: “These findings demonstrate 
that, when informed, young people can take 
difficult decisions about how to manage the 
economy. 

“As voters of the future, it is incumbent on 
the Government to pay attention to the voice 
of young people.”

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“But having put in hundreds of thousands 
of pounds in National Insurance contribu¬ 
tions, it does gall a bit when you ask for a 
little bit of help, that you cannot get any¬ 
thing back, especially when you see, not 
everyone, but a large percentage of people 
abusing the system.” 

Mr Macreavy was made redundant for 
this first time in 1999 after 27 years in 
banking. He did some independent finan¬ 
cial consultancy before joining Cabot 
Financial in West Mailing. 

He headed up the litigation team at the 
debt collectors until the company decided to 
centralise his department in Rugby. After 
giving relocation a lot of thought he decided 
against it and took redundancy in 2009. 

He was fortunate to get a job at a firm of 
solicitors in Sittingboume, working for the 
senior partner on a project funded by a 
large hedge fund manager. However the 
hedge funder pulled the plug after six 
months, and the firm folded. 


Coverage 


“In this age group, unemployment levels 
are high. The only age groups where there 
is higher is among young people,” Mr 
Macreavy said. “They get so much coverage 
and money thrown at them. 

“I think they [the Government] need to 
address the situation, and look at it with a 
view to putting more resources into my age 
group, certainly. One of the ministers was 
interviewed and he said this age group falls 
into a black hole and that not enough is 
being done about it.” 

Mr Macreavy said he was not finding that 
employers valued the experience his age 
group would bring to a role. 

“I’m not sure why they don’t, because the 
benefits that my age group can bring to 
companies is phenomenal,” he said. “You 
reach a certain age and companies believe 
you are cannot pick up new information. 

“It is bizarre. It seems when you get near 
60 you are on the scrap heap. The over 50s 
have a lot to offer - a lot more than people 
fresh out of uni with very few life skills.” 

As Monday’s programme on BBC1 
showed, the same problems are being felt 
by others in the same age bracket across 
the country.

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Public still kept waiting 
for consultation results 


A DATE is yet to be set for the publication of 
the long-awaited report on the future of the 
civic complex consultation. 

Tunbridge Wells Borough Council’s interim 
head of policy and partnership Robert Hardy 
said the report was expected to be completed 
by the end of the month. 

However, the council said it did not know 
when the results of the consultation, which 
was run by M&N Communications, would be 
made public. The council put this down to the 
high levels of public involvement. 

Mr Hardy said that more than 6,000 ques¬ 
tionnaire were received as well as several 
thousand other responses through emails, 
letters and interviews. 

A spokeswoman for M&N said their report 


was based only on responses they had during 
the three-month consultation period, which 
was extended to the end of February. 

The consultation was launched after con¬ 
cerns were raised by members of the public 
and cross-party councillors about council 
plans to redevelop the Grade II-listed com¬ 
plex, which includes the Town Hall and 
Assembly Hall Theatre. 

A final report is set to be posted on the 
Tunbridge Wells Regeneration Company, a 
joint venture between the council and devel¬ 
opers John Laing, and council websites. 

It had been expected this month, but a pub¬ 
lic publication date will not be known until 
the council considers the findings of the 
M&N report.

They are so right

Otherwise all I can see is a ravaged, 
polluted planet, its natural resources 
stripped, overburdened by sick, under¬ 
nourished people standing on each oth¬ 
ers heads in a desperate struggle to sur¬ 
vive. Do we want this for our children?

Detecting cancer 

I would like to thank you for highlighting the 
tragic passing from cancer of Jordan Terry, 
from Erith. Our thoughts are with his family. 

Sadly, we had a similar experience last 
year. My father died of bowel cancer in May. 
He fell ill in August, 2009, and was diagnosed 
with anaemia which continued for months. 

He repeatedly visited his GP as his symp¬ 
toms worsened towards the end of 2009. My 
father wasn’t the type to complain of pain 
unnecessarily, having survived anthrax, heart 
attacks, and a heart bypass. He pushed for a 
hospital appointment, as he wanted to see a 
consultant. The original appointment was 
April, 2010, but he managed to bring it for¬ 
ward to March. 

The surgeon took one look at my father and 
told him he was very ill and needed immedi¬ 
ate surgery to remove a tumour. The surgeon 
gave up his day off on the Saturday to per¬ 
form the surgery. My father survived the 
operation and seemed to make a slow recov¬ 
ery, but a few days after he returned home, 
he became seriously ill and had to return to 
hospital. 

Before he was readmitted a specialist nurse 
visited him at home. My mum thought it was 
a routine visit to monitor his condition, but 
she told my father his illness was untreat- 
able. Mum called me as she thought she had 
misunderstood, so I was told over the tele¬ 
phone that my father could not be treated. 

We were in total disbelief - the cancer had 
progressed so fast. 

Within a matter of days after my father 
returned to hospital, we were told there was 
nothing they could do for him. 

The registrar informed us the tumour was 
so large it had burst, so the cancer had trav¬ 
elled throughout my father’s body. 

This obviously had not happened overnight. 
The nurse said anaemia was often a sign of 
cancer and should have been investigated 
much sooner. 

We have often felt that my father’s cancer 
was not detected early enough and soon after 
he passed away considered taking action, but 
you try to be positive and deal with your grief 
as best you can. But nearly 10 months later, 
the niggling feelings we tried to push to the 
back of our minds are now occupying our 
thoughts once again. 

Your article helped us find the mental 
strength to take action for the memory of my 
father, who was loved by everyone, and for all 
the other families that have been affected by 
similar tragedies. 

The UK has the lowest detection rate for 
cancer in Europe, a shocking statistic. We 
would like to start a campaign to raise 
awareness and early detection of cancer, as it 
seems in some cases doctors are failing us. 

I was treated successfully for melanoma, as 
I was aware of the symptoms and my GP 
treated the case as urgent. It really seems 
like a lottery when it comes to detecting can¬ 
cer. The frustration, emotional devastation 
and grief is worse when you realise that your 
loved one died of a cancer that could have 
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been successfully treated if it had been diag¬ 
nosed earlier. There is no guarantee that 
everyone can be cured, but every patient who 
visits their GP with serious concerns about 
their health deserves to be given the best 
treatment and advice. We understand there 
are constraints on budgets, but it is obvious 
some GPs need more training in cancer 
detection. We put our trust in them and their 
expertise, but sadly it seems some of them do 
not have sufficient knowledge about the 
symptoms of various cancers. 

Nobody is perfect, but if they are unsure, 
they should refer the patient to a consultant 
as a matter of urgency for an expert opinion. 
Let’s hope that something positive can come 
from such tragedies.

This despite the fact that two-thirds of 
those surveyed nationally recently experi¬ 
enced a fundamental change to their working 
conditions, be it a decrease in working hours, 
or a change in salary. 

In these uncertain times, it’s more impor¬ 
tant than ever to ensure everyone is aware of 
their potential entitlement to welfare benefits 
and tax credits. I urge individuals to access 
the benefits checker at www.tum2us.org.uk, 
and check what they might be entitled to, 
how much and where to claim. 

Benefits Awareness Month is running 
throughout April. Spread the message and 
let’s get individuals claiming what they may 
be entitled to.

A deadly gamble 

News of horses dying on British race¬ 
courses rarely gets published, yet a new 
analysis by Animal Aid shows that at 
least 162 horses suffered this fate over 
the past 12 months. 

Cheltenham is the most lethal course 
in the country, accounting for 13 of the 
total number of victims. 

Aintree, home of the Grand National, 
also proved treacherous, with four hors¬ 
es dying on a single day at the 2010 
three-day meeting. While these two 
courses proved especially lethal, no 
fewer than 48 of Britain’s 60 racing ven¬ 
ues saw at least one thoroughbred fatal¬ 
ity, while nine of them witnessed two or 
more deaths in a single day. The majori¬ 
ty died from broken necks, backs or 
legs; or from pelvic fractures, tendon 
injuries, haemorrhages, or heart 
attacks. 

The figures come from Race Horse 
Deathwatch, an online database estab¬ 
lished by Animal Aid, because the rac¬ 
ing industry refuses to publish meaning¬ 
ful information about racecourse fatali¬ 
ties. There can be only two explanations 
for the industry’s silence. 

Either it does not care about the hors¬ 
es it kills, or it is fearful of the truth get¬ 
ting out.

BUDDING young scientists were 
given a taste of laboratory life at 
East Mailing Research. 

The CSI: Crop Science 
Investigation event was part of 
the institute’s commitment to 
National Science and 
Engineering Week, and was 
attended by youngsters from 
Invicta Grammar in Maidstone, 
Queen Elizabeth’s Grammar in 
Faversham, and Tunbridge Wells 
Grammar for Boys. 

The A-level students were 
shown how trees can be DNA fin¬ 
gerprinted, how water moves 
within plants, and how to detect 
the proteins scientists use to 
determine the movement of 
insects and develop crop protec¬ 
tion systems. 

Head of science Dr Chris 
Atkinson said: “It was great to 
welcome such enthusiastic stu¬ 
dents. With the issues of food 
production and adapting to cli¬ 
mate change becoming increas¬ 
ingly important, the field of horti¬ 
cultural research which under¬ 
pins how the world’s population 
will ultimately feed itself will 
become an even more exciting 


career opportunity.” 

In an effort to demonstrate 
that not all science takes place in 
laboratories, the EMR team took 
the students out onto its 550-acre 
site near Maidstone, renowned 
for its advances in horticultural 
research. 

The youngsters were given the 
chance to collect insects from 
trees to compare the varieties 
and numbers of bugs present in 
the different species of tree. 

Dr Atkinson said: “The day 
gave the pupils a real hands-on 
experience, especially the time 
spent in the orchards, and I hope 
showed how we start to develop 
integrated pest control strategies 
from field research through into 
actual laboratory work.”

Academy’s lasting legacy

CONSTRUCTION experts have 
praised the success of a two-year 
training programme that came to a 
close last month. 

Kent’s National Skills Academy for 
Construction was formed in 2009 as part of a 
Labour government initiative to drive up the 
standard of industry training. 

It was launched by the Kent Local 
Education Partnership 1 - a collaboration 
between Kent County Council, Partnerships 
for Schools, the Kier Group, and Northgate 
Managed Services - to deliver new school 
facilities in Gravesham and Thanet. 

Other contractors involved were Willmott 
Dixon, Canterbury-based Provian 


Construction, and Sittingboume-based Denne 
Construction. In the past two years the pro¬ 
gramme secured 72 apprenticeships, found 25 
young apprentice placements, recruited 26 day- 
release professionals, offered 102 work place¬ 
ments for local 14 to 19-year-olds, and provided 
22 graduate summer work placements. 

A skills co-ordinator joint-funded by KCC 
and CITB-Construction Skills was also 
employed to match school-leavers, the long¬ 
term unemployed and others with opportuni¬ 
ties in the construction industry. 

Gillian Cain, regional delivery manager for 
CITB, said: “In the two years since the skills 
academy has been running, it has made a 
noticeable difference to the local economy and 
significantly increased the employment oppor¬ 
tunities of the local workforce. 

“Kent’s skills academy can really claim to 
have left a lasting legacy for the community 


in which it was based.” One of the roles of 
the academy was to ensure the partnership’s 
main contractors met commitments to provide 
apprenticeships and work-related training 
opportunities. 

Across the two years it also hosted 26 cur¬ 
riculum support events and 60 school 
resource days. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: ‘We set 
some very demanding targets to make sure 
the investment in new school facilities bene¬ 
fited both the schools and local communities. 

“This shows how KCC and industry can 
work together to improve employment oppor¬ 
tunities and support the construction sector. 

“I have championed work-placed learning 
alongside more traditional subjects so young 
people are as prepared as they can be for 
employment, or be prepared as they need to 
be for further education or training.” 


Kier’s Tony Franklin said: “A key objective of 
the partnership was to ensure the communi¬ 
ties in which the schools were built benefit¬ 
ed. We are proud of our achievements in deliv¬ 
ering an extensive range of employment and 
training opportunities, as well as employing 
70 per cent of the trade workforce locally.”

PEUGEOT launches a potent 
new upmarket contender this 
month in the family car or 
D-sector of the UK car market. 

Formerly known as the ‘Mondeo’ sector 
due to the ubiquitous Ford, it has since 
become a fierce battleground where 
German premium models fare just as well 
as those from mainstream marques. 

The fact is, company car sales still dom¬ 
inate volumes here and ‘user choosers’ 
want premium models like the BMW 3- 
Series and Audi A4. 

Such upmarket cars also sell better on 
the used market after their three years 
or so on company service, which means 
less depreciation and lower overall run¬ 
ning costs. 

It was an equation that didn’t add up for 
Peugeot’s outgoing model in this arena, 
the 507: it wasn’t a great drive, didn’t look 
too sharp despite some brave styling and 
the huge gaping maw of a grille dated 
quickly.

has really raised the stakes in a few short 
years, notably with the middleweight 308 
and 308CC, the 3008 crossover and the 
5008 people carrier. 

Peugeot also claims exceptional interior 
space, a generous boot, and a range of 
powertrains that lower C02 and optimise 
fuel efficiency, while enhancing perform¬ 
ance and driveability.

Fiat500C TwinAir 


FIAT continues to amaze the 
market with a remarkable come¬ 
back to financial health and tech¬ 
nical innovation. 

The Italian brand also has a knack of linking 
the past with the future, as shown by the Fiat 
500C TwinAir, tested this week. 

The ‘C’ denotes that this is the convertible 
version (from £12,665), but like the opentop 
roof from the 1950s Fiat 500 Nuevo that 
inspired the curvy retro lines of the current 
500, it is not a full croptop - wind-ruffling 
comes via a fully-opening roof and the side pil¬ 
lars stay firmly in place. 

But that is not the only link with the past, 
because the car also features a little twin-cylin¬ 
der petrol engine - the sort of unit that helped 
get the motoring masses of Italy on the move a 
few decades ago. 

But this modern-day 875cc equivalent also 
has the capacity - no pun intended - to get the 
whole world’s motoring masses on the move 
again as we now look to downsize and cut our 
emissions and fuel consumption. 

Called the Twin-Air, Fiat rightly claims that 
it might be small in size and ecological foot¬ 
print, but not performance. Thanks to nifty tur¬ 


bocharging, this tiny engine in this tiny car 
outpunches many bigger contenders. It’s fun to 
throw around, and green, too. 

Most cars that limbo beneath the lOOg/km 
C02 bar to become exempt from road tax are 
diesel or hybrid, but this petrol marvel escapes 
that too and without being a drag to drive. 

Why would you want a weighty diesel - 
though you can have one in a 500 and pay more 


if you wish - when you can have fun with this 
petrol marvel that averages nearly 70mpg? 
That’s only slightly less than the diesel and it 
will out-accelerate that too, taking just 10.5 
seconds to hit 62mph. 

With a diesel more expensive, the fuel costing 
more at the pumps and a road tax bill to pay on 
top, there really isn’t much of an argument 
that can be advanced for buying that instead of 



a TwinAir or, indeed, the 500’s 1.2 and 1.4-litre 
petrol alternatives. 

But you knew there was a catch didn’t you? 
Yes, the TwinAir has that thrumming beat that 
sounds like there is a box of angry pheasants 
under the bonnet. It’s not a deal breaker 
though when there are so many plusses. 

As for going for the convertible: the 500C’s 
not a car that many blokes will buy, especially

in the dainty blue of the test car - I drove in 
heavy disguise when I had the top down and 
one of the week’s best wisecracks was “you’ll 
pull the boys in that!” 

But the 500 package is hard to resist, with a 
myriad of options including some stylish leather 
seats, to enhance the retro premium interior. 

The test car came in luxurious Lounge trim 
with smart alloys, though a price tag of 
15 grand starts to put it into BMW Mini 
Convertible territory - a slightly more butch 
pram for the boys to buy 

The roof also removes the hatchback conven¬ 
ience leaving a pretty awkward boot opening, 
though the rear seats still fold and allow some 
crammability and you can, of course, chuck 
stuff in via the open roof. 

Like the Mini though, it should hold its value 
on the used market - helped by the many cus¬ 
tomisation options - and there is the assurance 
of good reliability due to shared underpinnings 


from the Fiat Panda five-door runabout. 

The Panda’s robustness was underlined to 
me last year when the manager of a car hire 


firm on a Greek island assured me that the lit¬ 
tle Fiat was the most bulletproof car on his 
fleet - praise indeed.

Equality ruling sees 
both sexes lose out 


A In February you advised a 
young woman reader to sort 
^ flout her car insurance as 
quickly as possible because a 
court ruling was expected to put 
up her premiums to match those 
of young men, even though they 
are a higher risk than young 
women. I have read since then 
that this is exactly what has 
happened, but I have seen 
nothing about the other point you 
made, about men’s pensions being 
cut. Has this gone ahead as well? 

I am 59 and a self-employed 
electrician. My pension plan is 
with Aviva. Am I affected? LL 

A Bad news for you and other 
self-employed men, I am 
afraid. The European Court of 
Justice ruled that it was unlawful 
for insurance companies to take 
gender into account in deciding on 
any kind of risk. This is why young 
women drivers are going to see a big 
rise in the cost of car insurance, 
when they are bundled together 
with young men who statistically 
have far more accidents. At the 
other end of the age scale, private 
pensions are affected because men 
and women will have to be offered 
the same pension, even though 
women live longer than men. Until 
now, private pension plans have 
made bigger payments to men 
because they will typically die three 
or four years earlier than women. 
That has meant the insurance 
companies that operate these plans 
know that they will not have to pay 
male pensioners for as long as 
women, so they can afford to pay a 
little more. For example, if you had 
reached 65 a few months ago, with a 
pension pot of £100,000, you could 
have turned this into an annuity - a 
pension for life - of about £6,560 a 
year. A woman of the same age 
would have been offered about 
£6,000, because she would have been 
expected to draw her pension for a 
few years more than you. When the 
court judgment takes full effect, 
which looks like being next year, the 
woman of your age looks set to get 
£6,100 a year - a rise of £100 - while 
you are likely to be quoted exactly 
the same £6,100 - a fall of £460. 

There is no way round this. Our 
courts and our Parliament have no 
power to over-rule the European 
decision. If you have been counting 
on reaching a certain level of 
pension income, all you can do is 
put more into your pension plan or 
carry on working longer, in order to 
get back to square one. 

Q I saw the letter from the 
reader who was refused 
compensation over Bradford 
& mngley shares. Like most 
shareholders, I received shares 
when the building society became 
a bank. But I, like others, put in 
more money to keep the troubled 
bank afloat. I put in £184, and I 
feel if we are not recompensed 
then this amounts to stealing. JD 

A in case anyone thinks their 
savings are not safe, I need to 
explain that your £184 went to 



buy more shares in Bradford & 
Bingley. It was not a deposit in a 
savings account. As a shareholder, 
you were one of the owners of the 
bank. If it made profits, you got a 
dividend. If it went bust, your 
shares became worthless - and that 
is what happened. The only dispute 
is over whether shareholders were 
told the whole truth in 2008, before 
they invested in extra shares. The 
story was that the bank would 
remain solvent, but it collapsed 
weeks later, taking your money with 
it. Nobody has fully explained how 
this could happen, and we are 
unlikely to learn what went on 
unless there is a public inquiry. 
Perhaps you should try to enlist 
your MP’s support for this.

A Vital Beauty is a mail order 
company operating from a PO 
box number in Hampshire.

The mailing tells you 
repeatedly that you are the winner 
of a guaranteed cheque, and that if 
you return the correct document 
you will receive £46,372. But the 
truth is that this is just a lottery. 
Vital Beauty hopes you will return 
the order form and buy its goods, 
which is what you started to do 
before sending everything to me. 
There is one prize of £46,372, and 
there will be only one winner. The 
so-called “guaranteed cheque” that 
everyone else will receive is a 
voucher worth £1.50 off your next 
order from Vital Beauty! Save your 
money. 


, My new PAYE tax code 
includes the letter “K”, but 
people I work with have 
codes with the letter “L”. Can you 
explain this? B JL 


A Codes with L are the simplest, 
for people with the basic tax 
allowance. Replace the letter 
with the figure 9 and you will get 
the amount of annual income you 
can have before tax. K codes are 
more complicated. 

They suggest you have other 
income, apart from your main job, 
or owe some arrears. K codes are 
individually calculated to collect 
more than the normal tax on your 
main earnings.

Help with 
water bills 
could be 
on its way 



Water bills could be cut for the 
most vulnerable households 
under new plans announced by 
the government. 

A consultation published this 
week builds on the findings and 
recommendations of Anna 
Walker’s independent review of 
charging for household water 
and sewerage services and 
further analysis by regulator 
Ofwat on options for tackling 
bills in the South-West, an area 
hit particularly hard by high 
water charges. 

Environment secretary Caroline 
Spelman said: “We know that 
some households are really 
struggling with their water bills, 
particularly in the South-West, 
where people are paying the 
highest bills in the country. 

“Our plans will increase the help 
available for vulnerable 
households right across 
England, with special help for 
people in the South-West who, 
through no fault of their own, 
are battling astronomical water 
bills during a difficult economic 
climate.” 

Proposed reforms include 
enhancing Watersure, a scheme 
that helps vulnerable households 
who pay for their water via water 
meters, by capping their bills at 
the level of the average bill for 
their water companies. 


Under the new plans, bills would 
be capped at the national average 
metered bill if this is lower than 
the company’s average, with the 
cost met by the government. 
There will also be guidance to 
introduce social tariffs. This will 
provide extra help for those

struggling to pay their bills by 
providing guidance for water 
companies on the design of 
tariffs, including which 
households should benefit, what 
level of cross-subsidy between 
households is fair, and what 
concessions should be offered. 


Ray of hope for our 
first- tim e buyers 


The outlook for first-time house 
buyers remains gloomy, but there is 
potential for hope on the horizon, 
according to a new report from a 
leading UK mortgage provider. 

The Road Blocks and Ways Forward 
report from HSBC seeks to explain 
why the number of first-time buyers 
has dropped from around 500,000 to 
200,000 across 10 years - and what can 
be done to increase this figure amidst 
such difficult economic conditions. 

Research has revealed that more 
than 80pc of non-homeowning adults 
aspire to be first-time buyers, but 
fewer than a quarter of these people 
expect to be able to purchase within 
the next five years. 

Key reasons holding prospective 
buyers back are difficulties raising 
the required deposit, insufficient 
income to support the mortgage, 
concerns over unemployment and 
concern over future falling house 
prices.

But the last of these was put forward 
by only 12pc of people - lower than 
some commentators would have 
predicted. 

The current average first-time 
buyer house price of £136,842 is 6.6 
times a young single person’s average 
earnings of £20,654. 

With lenders across the industry 
typically reluctant to lend more than 
four times income, this leaves an 
“affordability gap” of 2.6 times 
income, equivalent to £53,700. 

In order to afford a 90pc loan-to- 
value mortgage - the maximum a 
standard lender will currently allow 
- a typical first-time buyer’s home 
earnings would have to be £30,800. 

Stuart Beattie, HSBC’s head of 
mortgages, said: “Our study proves 
that the aspiration to be a homeowner 
continues to be exceptionally strong. 


“More than 80pc of young non¬ 
homeowners are aspiring to buy 
homes but are being prevented from 
doing so due to a lack of affordable 
homes. The key to helping buyers 
back into the market is to help them 
obtain the cash deposit that 
responsible lenders require before 
granting a mortgage. 

“To this end, both government and 
private sector interested parties need 
to come up with innovative schemes 
to help aspiring first-time buyers.” 

Ways forward could include 
expansion of government-supported 
shared equity schemes, changes to 
stamp duty to put the onus more on 
last-time sellers, and more help to 
bring empty houses into the market. 

The HSBC report also said a return 
to more 95pc loan-to-value mortgages 
could be made possible by additional 
safeguards for lenders and borrowers, 
such as types of specialist 
insurance.

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Struggling Kent duo 
fall by the wayside

TWO Kent firms have become the 
latest businesses to buckle as a 
result of the recession. 

Refrigeration giant Blighline Ltd entered 
into administration after amassing debts of 
about £6 million, while commercial printer 
Thanet Press ceased trading and made all staff 
redundant. 

Blighline’s management team said they were 
left with no alternative having been badly hit by 
“deteriorating trading conditions and severe liq¬ 
uidity problems”. Deloitte administrators were 
appointed on March 23. 

Partner Carlton Siddle said: “We will continue 
to trade the business while seeking a sale as a 
going concern. The administration team will 
work closely with management, customers and 
suppliers during this time to ensure operations 
continue as normal.” 

Blighline bosses attempted to restructure the 
Canterbury-based business in 2010, taking the 
number of employees down from 200 to 120. 

Their principal customer, Tesco, was said to 
have been “fully supportive” of the money-saving 
efforts. 

However, the firm, based at Lakesview 
Business Park, Westbere, was ultimately unable 
to stave off administration. The company built 
up a £25m annual turnover through sales of 
refrigeration and display equipment 
to supermarkets and the cater¬ 
ing industry. 

Thanet Press had its 
accounts frozen last 
month by Barclays after 
HMRC served the compa¬ 
ny with a winding-up peti¬ 
tion. Insolvency firm CCW 
Recovery Solutions LLP has been 
appointed to the business. 

A Thanet Press statement read: “It is with 
regret that the directors of Thanet Press 
Limited announce that the business 
has ceased to trade with immediate effect and 
that the employees have had their employ¬ 
ment terminated. 

“This action has been forced upon the compa-

There is nothing further the directors can 
add at this time, save to express their regret at 
being forced to take such action and to thank all 
staff, customers and suppliers for their commit¬ 
ment and support over the years.” 

A Barclays spokesman said: “The Barclays 
Business Support team, which helps customers

facing financial difficulty, has been supporting 
Thanet Press since early 2009. 

“During that time we have worked closely 
with the business to support them through their 
difficulties and were in active discussion with 
the directors to find a way through the current 
problems. However, once the winding 
up petition was filed by HMRC 
we were obliged to freeze the 
company’s accounts. 

“We have worked hard 
to help the company sur¬ 
vive and are committed to 
lending to viable business¬ 
es. It is our obligation to lend 
responsibly to businesses and 
provide support that helps them grow 
and thrive.”

Micro-firms welcome red tape freeze 


A THREE-year freeze on new UK regula¬ 
tion for micro-firms has begun. 

The Government’s moratorium on all 
new legislation affecting small companies 
came into effect on April 6. 

The Federation of Small Businesses 
(FSB) welcomed the move but called on 
Government to push for similar changes 
from the European Union. 

An FSB spokesman said 72 per cent of 
the total cost of UK regulation now origi¬ 
nates from Brussels and that there have 


been more than 100,000 pages of new EU 
regulations since 1997. 

FSB Kent and Medway chairman Roger 
House said: “The FSB has welcomed the 
Government’s commitment to help ease 
the burden of regulation on these busi¬ 
nesses, but we are concerned that regula¬ 
tions coming from Europe will hit small 
firms harder and as a result they will feel 
the impact of these much more. 

“If the burden of unnecessary regulation 
is lifted from small businesses, they would 


be free to get on with creating wealth, jobs 
and growth. It is worth remembering that if 
only 50 per cent of the EU’s small business¬ 
es employed just one extra person there 
would be an additional 10 million jobs. 

“Micro-firms will be in a much better 
position to plan for their future, grow, inno¬ 
vate and take on new staff, without the 
worry of constant changes to the law, yet 
it is disappointing that some of the most 
burdensome aspects of employment reg¬ 
ulation are not included.”

T HE Government’s favourite post-recession buzzword is 
growth and, more to the point, how to stimulate it. The 
economy has been left in ruins, crushed in part by rising 
inflation, and companies up and down the country have 
struggled to make ends meet. 

Two established and formerly profitable Kent firms - Blighline 
and Thanet Press - have gone out of business in recent weeks 
and many more will go the same way if they cannot rebalance 
the books soon. 

The Government hopes its Regional Growth Fund will give the 
economy the shot in the arm it needs to get back on track. 

Businesses, particularly start-ups, have been invited to apply 
for a share of the £1.4 billion funding pot. 

Critics have argued that the fund is not large enough to rein¬ 
vigorate the market and the fact that the first round of bidding 
attracted 450 bids, totalling more than £2 billion, seems to sup¬ 
port their argument. 

Prime Minister David Cameron has also launched his Startup 
Britain campaign, which he hopes will give would-be entrepre¬ 
neurs the backing, financial or otherwise, to go into business. 

Students have also been targeted, with a new Entrepreneur 
First scheme seeing business-minded undergraduates given 
support and guidance with help from leading employers. 

It will also pay for the creation of enterprise societies in every 
university in the country. 

Chancellor George Osborne’s second Budget was also full of 
growth-minded initiatives. 

The 21 new enterprise zones, featuring relaxed planning laws 
and discounted business rates, corporation tax cut and addi¬ 
tional apprenticeship funding, are all intended to give business¬ 
es a much-needed boost. 

The question now is whether the Government has done 
enough to secure the growth it is desperate to achieve. 

Businesses are still struggling to make ends meet and will 
continue to do so until customers’ disposable incomes, shrunk 
by galloping inflation, begin to recover. 

Bringing inflation under control is clearly key to the 
Government’s growth goals and should be addressed as a 
matter of urgency.

VISIT Kent has written to tourism 
minister John Penrose to raise con¬ 
cerns over the impact local authori¬ 
ty budget cuts could have on the 
industry. 

The county’s tourism champion 
fears some of the ‘glue’ that enables 
destination management organisa¬ 
tions to create successful partner¬ 
ships could be eroded in current 
budget reviews. 

Chief executive Sandra 
Matthews-Marsh said: “Local 
authorities have a key role to play in 
underpinning the process of bring¬ 
ing various interests together. 

“They help create a platform on 
which destination businesses can 
stand together, collaborate and 
interact in the task of delivering a 
rounded project to visitors. 

“We call this a ‘sticky’ destination, 
where each part of the visitor’s jour¬ 
ney plays its part to support the next 
and where the visitor is encouraged 
to stay longer because of the myriad 
of elements to retain their interest 
and spending. 

“It also works to support 
economies of scale in marketing, 
such as creating a joined-up pres¬ 
ence at exhibitions and trade 
events.” 

Matthews-Marsh and Visit Kent 
investors met with the tourism min¬ 
ister in Dover last month. 

While generally welcoming the 
Government’s national tourism poli¬ 
cy, Matthews-Marsh called for more 
to be done to enhance the UK’s 
pulling power. 

She said: “We are delighted that, 
for the first time, the tourism indus¬ 
try has been recognised by the 
Government as a sector in its own 
right and as a key driver for rebuild¬ 
ing the economy during the recov-

ery. These are challenging times and 
we need to deliver radical pro¬ 
grammes and put in place the foun¬ 
dations that will enable them to suc¬ 
ceed. To stimulate growth, we are 
backing calls from the Tourism 
Alliance for all historic properties 
with significant and covenanted 
benefit to the public to be eligible for 
lottery grants; we would like the 
Real Estate Investment Trust eligibil¬ 
ity to include commercial visitor 
accommodation; and we want hotel 
building allowances brought back. 

“Furthermore, we are calling on 
the Government to consider creat¬ 
ing a level playing field across 
Europe for our industry. The UK is 
only one of three of the 27 EU 
member states which does not 
apply a reduced-rate of VAT to 
tourism services. 

“A cut in VAT for our sector would 
make us far more competitive and 
could see UK tourism earnings 
increase by seven per cent.”

Inspired rise

IT. hardware specialist Inspired Technology Services has 
enjoyed a stellar rise in its short history. The firm went from mak¬ 
ing a £20,000 loss in 2003 to a £6 million turnover in 2010 after 
increasing its number of clients from 20 to 450 during the same 
period. 

The Whistable-based computer company’s change in fortune 
has been spearheaded by director ELLAINE MARJOLIN. 

She spoke to Business Week editor Simon Robinson about how 
she helped the business blossom, despite being armed with just 
a telephone and a list of contact details. 



M OST of the narcissistic yet 

incompetent hopefuls on BBC 
One’s The Apprentice will at 
some point utter the cringe¬ 
worthy cliche: “I’m a natural-bom seller” 
during their quest to join Lord Alan 
Sugar’s empire. 

They usually follow it up with something akin to “I 
could sell snow to the Eskimos” before spectacularly - 
and often laughably - failing to deliver on their brash 
boasts. 

This is because selling is a difficult skill to master; 
consisting of a delicate combination of trust, persuasion, 
guile and guts. 

The majority of would-be Apprentices find the job of 
parting the customer from their hard-earned cash one 
of the toughest tasks of the series, and the ones who fail 
to seal any deals are often quickly given the boot in the 
boardroom by Lord Sugar. 

So it’s no wonder the TV executives behind the show 
have shied away from a cold-calling telephone challenge 
- for my money one of the most difficult jobs going. 

One person who would be unfazed by such a task is 
Ellaine Marjolin, director at Inspired Technology 
Services. 

T HE 29-year-old has taken the Whitstable-based IT 
hardware firm from a position of losing £20,000 a 
year in 2003 to a turnover of £6 million last year. 
And this was done initially with just a computer, tele¬ 
phone and a database of numbers at her disposal. 

“I joined the company in 2003 and was just told to 
make it work,” she said. 

“At the time it was me and one other guy working in 
a horrible little office. All I had was a computer, tele¬ 
phone and a database of public sector bodies and coun¬ 
cils, but I got on the phone and opened a few accounts.” 

The mother-of-two stumbled upon her natural sales 
skills, having entered the IT selling business after com¬ 
pleting a criminology degree at Portsmouth University. 

Having risen through the ranks of the firm during the 
past eight years, elevated by ever-increasing profits, 
Marjolin has fine-tuned her sales technique. 

“A good salesman has to have quite an inspiring per¬ 
sonality,” she said. 

“You have to get people excited to talk to you and find 
a connection with the person you are talking to. You 
have to show a genuine interest in them as a person. 

“It’s also important to know your stuff, let the cus¬ 
tomers know that you understand their situation and 
give them confidence. If people feel confident in you, 
then they will buy from you. 

“With regard to maintaining sales, you have to be 
honest. Don’t over-promise and under-deliver, that’s the 
worst thing you could do. The moment you do that the 
account is closed. 

“If you say they’re going to get it by Friday and you 
don’t deliver until the following Wednesday, you are 
never going to get business from them again. 

“However, if you say, We’ve got an issue and are not 
going to be able to get to you before Wednesday but

don’t want to let you down’, then often people will 
appreciate your honesty and stay with you.” 

Under Maijolin’s guidance, the company has expand¬ 
ed its number of clients from 20 to 450. 

Although working predominantly in London and the 
South East, Inspired also works with customers as far 
away as Aberdeen and Plymouth. 

While clearly proud of her achievements, the director 
is keen to emphasise the hard work and commitment 
needed to stay ahead of the competition. 

Speaking at the company’s John Wilson Business 
Park base, Marjolin said: ‘We have hundreds of rivals, 
everything from giant one-stop shop organisations to 
little one-man bands. Competition is fierce, but we’ve 
got a very good reputation within the industry and 
where we’ve provided a service and people are happy 
they generally come back to us. 

“But we have to be constantly cold-calling for new 
business because accounts dry up. It’s about getting 
new customers all the time.” 

M ARJOLIN comes across as a do-er; the type to 

get things done rather than stand back and pro¬ 
crastinate. She speaks without the gift-of-the- 
gab confidence often stereotypically associated with 
salesmen, but what she lacks in cliches and wafer-thin 
charm she more than makes up for in determination 
and enthusiasm. 

“I’m very into my work,” she said. “It’s my passion. 

“I’m very hands-on. I totally believe in being out there 
on the frontline with all the other salesmen. I think 
that’s why we work quite well together as a team. 

‘We’ve done so well because we’re all in it together for 
the benefit of everyone. We’re like a family It’s that sort 
of mentality - all focused on achieving the goals we’ve 
set. 

“I couldn’t have achieved what I have without the 
team around me. We have fabulous sales and purchas¬ 
ing teams and great warehouse and in-house logistic 
staff, who all deliver an outstanding service.” 

Maxjolin is clearly proud of her achievements at 
Inspired and feels businesses should employ more 
women in the top positions. 

She said: “I think women have so much to offer. 
Women are just as driven as men, have the same skills 
and can also offer a new way of looking at problems and 
scenarios. 

“Sadly, I think there are a lot of talented women out 
there who are held back because of their bosses feel 
that they are going to be a mother sooner or later so 
they just employ a man instead.

“But I think the number of women directors a company has 
should be based entirely on merit - you can’t put any woman on 
the board just for the sake of it. 

“If the right woman, who is willing to put the work in, graft and 
offer valuable opinions is available though it is only right that she 
is given a top job. 

“The 25 per cent target for women on boards at the top FTSE 100 
firms is a good figure, but I feel it should be a minimum.” 

Maxjolin, mother to Alexia and Zeus, said she had worked hard to 
find the right balance between work and home life. 

“My family is very important to me,” she said. 

“People say to me, Low do you do it, how come you’re not tired, 
how come you’re so happy?’

LINDEN Park skipper John 
Harvey insists former Sussex bats¬ 
man Michael Thomely will be more 
than a “glamour bo/’ after signing 
for the Tunbridge Wells club ahead 
of the new cricket season. 

Thomely, 23, was released by Sussex at the 
end of the 2010 campaign and he arrives at 
Linden Park as a direct replacement for out¬

Abhijit Kale. 

However, Thornely’s 
services will be spread 
three ways throughout 
the summer as he will 
represent the Unicorns 
in the Clydesdale Bank 
40 competition as well 
as playing 2nd XI crick¬ 
et for Somerset. 

Harvey is hoping to 
lead Linden Park to pro¬ 
motion from Division 
Three of the Kent 
League this season, 
and admitted Thornely 
had looked elsewhere 
before deciding to put 
pen to paper. 

“He was let go [by 
Sussex] and then he 
was desperately trying 
to get a first-class con¬ 
tract,” he said. “He real¬ 
ly wanted to get a gig 
with a Premier League side, to put himself in 
the shop window, but counties are aware of 
his availability. 

“Michael’s not just come to the club to be a 
glamour boy, he’ll be coaching and developing 
the junior section. It’s all part of his contract; 


we’re not just taking him on for what he can 
do on a Saturday afternoon. 

“He’ll play for Somerset in the week, he’ll 
play for us on Saturdays and the Unicorns on 
Sundays. It does mean, some weeks, he’ll be 
in Tunbridge Wells at 8pm on a Saturday 
needing to be at the other end of the country 
for a 1pm start the next day, but that’s 
what being a professional is all about.” 

Thomely will do well to emulate the 
achievements of Kale, who hit 2,733 \ 
runs in just three seasons at the club, 
averaging 78.09. The former India player 
made headlines by blasting 39 off one over for 
Linden Park in 2009, 
but Harvey felt the 37- 
year-old’s time at the 
club had reached its 
natural conclusion. 

He said: “Abhijit was 
a real asset to the club 
on and off the field, but 
a lot of the lads thought 
they could step back 
and let Abhijit win 
games for us, which he 
often did. Going with 
Michael, it might shake 
up a few of the lads 
who were sitting and 
watching. 

“I needed a big name 
to follow Abhijit, and 
they don’t come much 
bigger than Michael in 
club cricket. I think he’s 
the best batsman in the 
league, including the 
Premier League, and 
that’s the second suc¬ 
cessive professional I’ve been able to say that 
about. It’s about whether the rest of us can 
get in there as well.” 

Thomely played 17 first-class games for 
Sussex, scoring 522 runs at an average of 
18.64. His first competitive outing of 2011 is

likely to be at Old Trafford on April 24 when 
the Unicorns visit Lancashire, before Linden 
Park start their season at Addington Village 
on May 7.

While Barham was a little frustrated not to 
finish higher up the standings, overall he was 
pleased to be playing after such a long time 
away from competitive golf. 


“To play four rounds was a good achieve¬ 
ment,” he said. “I haven’t played a massive 
amount of golf, but the fact I was playing some 
good stuff was encouraging. 

“I played well and didn’t feel particularly 
tired. When I wasn’t at the golf club I got a lot 
of rest, which is important. I was keen to put 
myself through it rather than be too protec¬ 
tive, so I tried to play as much as possible. 

“I was very apprehensive before I played. It’s 
one thing playing well with your friends, but 
when the gun goes off in a tournament it’s 
totally different. Under that sort of pressure 
your weaknesses get highlighted and you 
learn a lot more in that sort of environment 
than you would on the driving range.” 

Barham will spend the rest of the month 
working on improving his game. His next 
appearance on the Challenge Tour will be at 
the Allianz Challenge de France, held at 
Disneyland Paris, which begins on May 5.

BRANDS Hatch provided the 
backdrop for a mixed weekend 
at Motorbase Performance as 
the British Touring Car 
Championship (BTCC) kicked 
off in dramatic fashion. 

The Wrotham-based team, com¬ 
peting as Airwaves Racing in the 
BTCC, celebrated as Mat Jackson 
swept to two podium finishes 
across the three races to leave 
himself second in the champi¬ 
onship. 

However, Liam Griffin strug¬ 
gled on his debut, having stepped up 
from the Porsche Carrera Cup GB, as 
he retired from the first race before twice 
crossing the line 18th. 

The decision to switch from BMW 320s 
to Ford Focuses for the new campaign 
appeared to have little impact on Jackson’s 
performance, though, as a series of brave 
overtaking manoeuvres paid off with a 
total haul of 30 points. 

Motorbase principal, David Bartrum, 
said: “It was a very successful weekend. 
We’re eight points behind Jason Plato in 
the championship in second place so we’re 
quite pleased with that. 

“Mat Jackson is exactly where we 
thought he’d be and we’ve had three very 
good results from him. If we bank points 
like that at every round, we have a good 
chance at the title. It’s the first leg of a 10- 
round championship, we’re in a very good 
position and it can only get better.” 

Jackson, who finished seventh in last 
season’s BTCC, praised the work done 
behind the scenes at Airwaves, but admit¬ 
ted getting to grips with the Focus had not 
been easy. 

“To go away with two podiums and a 
fourth is a fantastic result for everyone in 
the team,” he said. “It’s great to have a 
start like this, but there is a long way to go 
and it’s been a tough time learning the new 
car. We’ve made some great changes, 
though, and the weekend has put us in a 
great position.” 

Elsewhere in the BTCC paddock, 
Pembury’s Shaun Hollamby was left with 
plenty to ponder after Tom Onslow-Cole 
earned his AmD Milltek Racing team their 
best finish since entering the champi¬ 
onship last season.

Onslow-Cole, one of the shock pre-season 
signings, drove the VW Golf home 13th 
and 12th either side of a retirement and 
Hollamby said only technical issues had 
prevented him challenging even higher up 
the field. 

He said: “Tom had a great debut for us 
and we were happy with the handling of 
the car. 

“The only issue is our straight-line 
speed is not as high as we’d hoped. It 


showed why Tom’s been successful in 
touring cars because he kept ahead of a 
faster car for 15 or 20 laps. 

“Off the circuit, Tom raises our profile. 
We had more TV coverage last weekend 
than we did last season and that’s because 
we are a news story. We’re in the enter¬ 
tainment business and we have to find 
new ways of making it interesting.” 

The championship resumes at Donington 
Park on April 16.

A COSTLY smash could prevent Jake Hill 
racing again this season despite turning in 
a series of strong displays at the opening 
round of the Ginetta GT Supercup. 

The Goudhurst racer, 17, drove for 
Optimum Motorsport at the championship’s 
opening round at Brands Hatch last week¬ 
end, collecting a podium finish in race two. 

In the third race, Hill looked set to chal¬ 
lenge for top spot in the G50 class before 
being sent into a spin by Alastair James. His 
car was then slammed into by the unsight¬ 
ed Adam Morgan and he now faces a bat¬ 
tle to raise the money to repair the car and 
fund himself through the second round of 
the championship at Donington Park. 


Hill said: “Optimum have been brilliant, 
but I just don’t know if we’ll be able to get 
out again after the damage caused. I’m 
really pleased to have got on the podium in 
my first G50 meeting though.” 

Having driven the G50 car only once 
before, Hill was the fastest driver in prac¬ 
tice and he then qualified third in class 
before a tangle with Jordan Skinner forced 
both drivers out of race one. 

Starting from the back of the grid in the 
second race, a brave overtaking move at 
Paddock Hill Bend moved him up into 
third, where he stayed to chalk up a podi¬ 
um spot for the 13th consecutive race 
weekend.

‘Plato showed 
his class in first 
BTCC meeting’ 

THE FIRST weekend of the new British 
Touring Car Championship was a good 
one for Jason Plato, who won two of the 
three races to go past Andy Rouse’s 
record of 60 wins. 

However, he’ll have seen enough to 
know he’s going to be up against it with 
the turbo-charged Hondas. Plato won 
most races and took most points, but with 
Matt Neal going off in the first race, the 
Hondas didn’t maximise their opportunity. 

Those sort of records do mean a lot to 
drivers when it’s such a big milestone as 
that. Nobody thought 60 race wins would 
ever be beaten, but there are now 30 
races per year and in Rouse’s day there 
used to be 12. It’s a lot easier to rack up 
wins in a good car, but that doesn’t dimin¬ 
ish Plato’s achievement of winning that 
many races in different cars. 

Mat Jackson came home fourth in the 
first race for Airwaves Racing and then 
went on to pick up two podium finishes. 
It’s not because I’m a fellow Motorbase 
driver, but with my ITV pundit’s hat on, I 
tipped Jackson for success this year. He’s 
a brilliant driver and the team totally out¬ 
performed the factory Aon works team at 
Brands Hatch. 

Meanwhile, I started the defence of my 
title in the Porsche Carrera Cup, where 
there’s already been a fair bit of controver¬ 
sy surrounding the championship. The 
whole principal is fairness and equality, a 
one-make championship, but Porsche 
have made a big mistake this year with the 
new car regulations. 

Originally, the car was going to be 10 
kilograms lighter than last year, but 
they’ve actually made it 20k heavier and 
we’ve got a situation where there’s not a 
single driver who can make the minimum 
weight for car and driver. The champi¬ 
onship is now handicapped by driver 
weight. It’s such a big error, but Porsche 
are not willing to admit it. 

I did well to qualify fourth, bearing in 
mind the weight issue. The first race was 
very disappointing as I picked up a punc¬ 
ture and had to go into the pits. In the sec¬ 
ond race I got fourth, which became third 
when another driver was given a penalty 
for using too much of the circuit. 

My team-mate, Michael Caine, finished 
sixth and seventh, but we’re very equally 
matched drivers so it shows there’s a lot 
of work to do on the car at Motorbase 
ahead of the next meeting at Donington 
on April 16-17.

Angels move came five minutes 

from falling through, savs Henrv

DEADLINE day signing Chris 
Henry has revealed his move to 
Tonbridge Angels was almost 
scuppered by “frustrated” board 
members at previous club 
Carshalton Athletic. 

The winger’s registration 
was finalised just five minutes 
before the transfer window 
closed for business at 5pm last 
Thursday, as Tonbridge man¬ 
ager Tommy Warrilow com¬ 
pleted his fourth signing of a 
dramatic day. 

Henry, 26, was one of several 
players to leave Carshalton 
following the departure of for¬ 
mer Margate manager Mark 
Butler last month. 

The Robins are now man¬ 
aged by Paul Dipre, who also 
owns the club and Henry said his decision to 
leave Carshalton and accept Warrilow’s offer 
had not gone down well with some at 
Colston Avenue. 

He said: “I was worried [it wouldn’t go 
through in time] because I don’t think 
Carshalton wanted to lose me and they were 
a bit surprised I was ready to move. 


“It started off a bit rocky, it was other peo¬ 
ple on the board who were very frustrated 
with the situation, but the manager-owner 
was alright with it and it went smoothly in 
the end.” 

A pacy winger who can play on either 
flank, Henry’s arrival at Longmead offers 
Tonbridge a fresh attacking option at a time 
when they most need one, having scored just 
seven goals in their last 10 games. 

Henry joined Carshalton from Bedfont 
Town and he is now looking to 
reach a new career high by sup¬ 
plying the ammunition to fire 
Angels to promotion from the 
Ryman Premier Division. 

“Looking at where the club 
wants to go, it’s very good for 
me,” he said. “Carshalton had a 
bad time in their season and it 
was good for me to go to 
Tonbridge because they’re look¬ 
ing to get into Conference 
South and that’s very appeal¬ 
ing to me, so I decided to take a 
chance.

Cranes’ chances

D ON’T panic if your New 
Year diet resolve has 
already faltered. 

The stick insect look is so 2010. 
This year, aim for a natural body 
shape and dress yourself slimmer 
instead. 

It’s no coincidence that curvy Kelly 
Brook recently topped a poll to 
discover the most attractive 
celebrity with almost half the votes 
(42 per cent) and voluptuous Nigella 
Lawson came in second. 

Boobs and booty are back in 
vogue and if there’s one 
phenomenon that’s caused fashion 
designers to turn their back on waif¬ 
like frames, it’s the Mad Men effect. 

The show’s star Christina 
Hendricks even put her assets to 
good use on the red carpet at the 
Golden Globes, stashing a 
borrowed $850,000 Chopard 
bracelet down her famous cleavage 
after misplacing it. 

Costume designer for Mad Men, 
Janie Bryant’s motto is “Praise your 
curves!”. 

“At the end of every year, most of 
us vow to jettison our vices and 
shed a few pounds,” Bryant 
explains. “But what if you resolved 


instead to change the way you view 
your body.” 

“Finding the style and cut of 
clothes that suit you best comes 
from experimentation and knowing 
your body type,” Bryant believes. 

Body beautiful 

She recommends taking 10 
minutes in the mirror to scan yourself 
from head to toe and observe the 
outline of your body. Which part is 
slimmest and which is fullest? 

“In order to accentuate those 
awesome contours, you must first 
familiarise yourself with your core 
shape - knowledge is power. 

“Once you understand your 
natural silhouette, it’s easy enough to 
enhance assets or make some nips 
and tucks with the right wardrobe.” 

In her new book, The Fashion File, 
Bryant identifies the four key shapes 
and, just like a New Year diet, the 
staples you should be indulging in - 
and avoiding - for a flattering figure. 

Your mirror awaits. Determine your 
body type and check whether your 
trusty wardrobe separates are 
flattering your frame... 

Delicious apple

midsection,” Bryant explains. “This 
imbalance can make you look 
shorter and wider if you don’t 
counteract the proportions.” 

Your goal is to minimise your 
tummy and draw eyes to your 
fabulous legs. 

Wardrobe staples: A-line shift 
dresses, short skirts, blouses with a 
gently curved waistline, single¬ 
button jackets, wrap shirts/dresses 
and wide-legged trousers. Try long 
fitted shirts and sweaters that fall to 
the hips to disguise a full midriff. 

Succulent pear 

“Just as it sounds, a woman with 
a pear-shape body stores most of 
her weight below the waistline,” 
Bryant says. 

“Fuller hips and thighs contrast 
with narrow shoulders, a smaller 
bust and a slim midriff.” 

Aim to detract from the hips - the 
widest point of your silhouette - and 
focus on your fantastic arms and 
shoulders. 

Wardrobe staples: A-line or full 
skirts, brightly coloured shirts, 
patterned blouses and jackets that 
skim the waist. Flat-front trousers 
with a wide leg that skim the hips will 
help make you look taller. 


Slim ruler 

“The woman with an athletic, lean 
build has fewer curves and more of 
a straight up-and-down figure,” says 
Bryant. 

And the good news? “You can 
wear almost anything.” 

If you feel your shape is boyish, 
create some contours and add 
femininity to your athletic silhouette 
by accentuating the waist. 

Wardrobe staples: Bias-cut 
jackets, pencil skirts, trapeze 
dresses, slim-cut trousers. Baby- 
doll and pussy-bow blouses will 
inject girliness while belts - skinny or 
wide - define your waist. 

Curvy hourglass 

“You have deliciously symmetrical 
curves, with an exaggerated bust 
and hip line,” Bryant reveals. 

“That narrow waist only heightens 
the va-va-voom silhouette.” 

Show off your waist and let it be 
the focal point of your Jessica 
Rabbit-style body. 

Wardrobe staples: Wrap tops and 
blouses that nip at the waist, flat- 
front trousers with a boot-cut or 
flared bottom, belted jackets or 
coats. Don’t forget a bra with 
amazing support.
